DISPUTE, FLEES 


Walter Melowitz, 13 yegrs old, St. 
Charles road and 4@nd avenue, Hill. 
side, in Proviso township, was. shot and 
fatally wounded early. last night by 
Robert Rutkowski, 13 years old, his 
chum, when they had a dispute over a 
card game being played in the Rut- 
kowski home during the absence of 
the boy’s parents. The Rutkowski 
boy fled after realizing that he had 
killed his friend and he is now be- 
ing sought. 

When the parents left the house 
Robert Rutkowski called to the Melo- 
wity boy, who lived next door, to come 
over and play. They were joined in 
the game by Albert and John Rut- 
kowski, brothers of Robert. 

A dispute arose and Robert left the 
table, but soon returned. As he re- 
sumed his seat at the table he leveled 
a revolver at Walter's head. 

“Now who is right?” he is alleged 
to have asked. 

' Walter smiled,.looked-into the muz- 
le of the revolver, and called out: 

*“* Aw, it won't go off.” 

Robert Rutkowski pulled the trigger 
and Walter sank back in his chair, 
shot in the left shoulder. The bullet is 
believed to have struck a bone, for it 
was defiected downward, piercing his 
left lung. He died before a physician 
arrived. 

Sergt. Laird and Policeman Locke, 
both of the highway police, were called 
and they questioned Albert and John 
Rutkowski and from them learned de- 
tails of the shooting. 

“Walter and Robert had an argu- 
ment and Robert shot after Walter said 
the gun would not go off,” Albert Rut- 
kowski told the highway police. 

The parents were questioned, but 
could not account for the presence of 
the revolver in the house. The body 
was removed to Paul W. Senne’s un- 
Gertaking rooms, Maywood.

Doctors Here Honor Two

The diseovery of Insulin, a pancreat- 
ic extract used in the therapy of dia- 
betes, is one of the most remarkable 
advances made in. the: medica) world, 
according .to a statement made last 
night before the Institute of Medicine 
of Chicago at the City club by Dr. Rus- 
sell Wilder of Rochester, Minn. The 
monthly theeting of the medical soci- 
ety was in honor of Dr. F. G. Banting 
and Prof, J. J. R. McLeod of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, who discovered and 
perfected Insulin. 

The meeting was attended by Dr. 
William T. Belfield, Dr. Ernest Irons, 
Dr. Joseph Capps, Dr. George H. Weav- 
er, Dr. R. T. Woodyatt, and many other 
prominent physicians and surgeons. 
Following a dinner at which Drs. Bant- 
ing and McLeod were guests, a genera! 
discussion of diabetes and Insulin took 
place, during which the two: Canadian 
physicians related the history and the 
effect of the extract. 

Dosage Not Fully Fixed. 

“We have had remarkable success 
in the use of Insulin,” said Dr. Bant- 
ing, the young Canadian in whos¢ 
mind the Insulin “germ” was ‘born. 
“Our chief difficulty has been in admin- 
istering proper doses. We have per- 
fected the manufacture with the help 
of some. United States chemists and 
doctors and all that stands in the 
way of the complete success of this 
cure for diabetes is to determine the 
proper dosage. 

“TI will tell you of ene case that 
has been under our care. The patient 
was a 12 year old girl. Since coming 
to our hospital we have doubled her 
weight. She now does not need Insulin 
and her diet contains as high as 1,400 
calories a day. She is now able to 
take violent exercise, her appetite is 
good and she is a healthy girl. She 
was almost ready to die when they 
brought her to us.” 

Give Detailed Account. 

A detailed account of the two phy- 
sicians’ experience with diabetes and 
the claimed cure they have found was 
given, Dr. McLeod taking up the ques- 
tion from the physiological viewpoint 
and Dr. Banting relating the experi- 
ences had in treating humans for dia- 
betes. 

At the close of their addresses Dr. 
Woodyatt of Chicago opened.the dis- 
cussion. He related some experiences 
he had had with Insulin and pronounc- 
ed it a successful medicine.

50,000 IN REVOLT

About 607,000 persons are in the 
streets of Recklinghausen, taunting 
the French arid singing ‘the war song, 
“Siegrich Wollen Wir Frankreich 
Schlagen,” or “-Victoriously We Will 
Defeat France.” The French ineist 
that the boycott i# broken, but net a 
single store will supply fod to the 
French, the shopkeepers maintaining 
their resistance at the point of the 
bayonet.

Italian murders in Chicago in 1922 


by members of any other race. They 
formed 36 per cent of Chicago's total of 
166 murders for the last year. 

This was the statement contained in 
a talk ‘given last. night by Detective 
Sergeant Paul F. Riccio of the detec- 
tive bureau before the Italian forum of 
the Chicago Commons, 955 West Grand 
avenue, in which he urged the mem- 
bers of his nationality to drive the 
Italian criminal out of Chicago. 

How Nationalities Stand. 

Chicago murdérs by nationality were

Feb. $.—{Spe 
cial.]—Postmaster General Work and 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
today recommended to congress a new 
$10,000,000 postoffice for Chicago.

ent federal building. 

These recommendations are includ: |} 
ed with others for seventeen other 
cities, totaling more than $42,000,000, 
and in all of which the government 
now pays about $2,500,000 annually in 


rents. 
Site to Cost $3,000,000. 

_, The plan for Chicago contemplat>s 

‘a west side postoffice”. of twelve 
stories and covering ane block instead 
of two, as urged by prominent Chi- 
cagoans. The site is expected to cost 
about $3,000,000 and the building $7,- 
000,000. An appropriation of $1,750,000 
made in 1912 is available, to apply. on 
this cost. , 

The culmination of the project is de- 
pendent, of course, upon congressiona. 
action, but the. postal commission as- 
serts that the building should be 
available by. 1931 .at the ‘latcst, al- 
though it anticipates that. the new Van 
Buren termina] station, the decentral- 
izing of service and-the use cf re- 
leased subtreasury space in the pres- 
ent federal building will relieve the 
congestion. 

To Improve Old Building. 

It is proposed to remedy the conai- 
tions in the present postoffice. The 
government’s efficiency engineers and 
postal experts said that the sanitary 
conditions of the Chicago postoilice 
“were bad.”

Instead of finding nature teeming with 
evidence as it should be with so cosmic 
a principle in operation and such a 
multiplicity of forms on which to oper- 
ate, evolutionists are kept busy search- 
ing the dim and distant past and adding 
more periods and millions of years as 
each new discovery adds more difficulties 
to explain.
